It lias l»oon a 
success in nii edu(‘ational way, but from a financial 
T»oint of view a failure. What the total loss will 
he is ratlier hard to estimate. The promoters of 
Mexican racing an* enthusiastic alwiut tlie future. 

The present meeting is for a period of forty ra< - 
Ing days, and there has lM*en gradual improvement 
each week. The attcmlanee has steadily grown ami 
the better class of Mexicans have taken to the 
«pt»rt in a wholehearted manner. 

Messrs. Bryan and O’Hara are determined to 
pu.sh the project and give a much lietter and larger 
meeting next year. Tliis is being demonstrated 
about the grounds. Many improvements, such as 
walks from |>add(K*k to stunds. roadways and auto- 
mobile parking sp.ire are being constructed, and by 
next year the plant will be one of the show places 
of Mexieo City. Landscape gardeners and florists 
have a large order to impnive the e.veability of the 
plant. Flower plots and shade trees have been 
arranged for in a lavish manner. 

Steeplecliasiug over a modern course W’ith the 
regulation jumps was begun during the last week, 
and this class of turf si>ort ap|H*ared to tickle tlie 
fancy of the crowds. Although there is woeful 
shortage of steepleehasing material, several trans- 
fers have been completed during the last week 
whereby jiromiiient lo<‘al sportsmen acquired Amer- 
ican-bred horses which will be i>ointed for racing 
thrmigli the field. 

President Obregon. through General J. A. Acosta, 
intimated reeentl.v that the government would take 
up in a serious manner tlie produetion and breeding 
of thoroiighbreils and thus enhance the value of 
the Mexican horse and iKuiy. The government in- 
tends to offer a Futurity for .Mexican-bred two- 
year-olds with a worth while money addition and 
a siiit.able pi**ec of plate. Governmental plans 
further provide for races for Mexican-owned 

horses wdiich have lM*en in the country for some 
time. ilMt in this wa.v the rancher ami large far- 
mer may lie acquainted with the value of the thor- 
Aiiighbred bl«M)d. The projeit at present has the 
full imlorsement of the secretary of agriculture 
and the minister of war. 

SUMMER RACING IN MEXICO. 

Commencing last Monday tliere is to be racing 
raeli da.v until the close of the meeting. Sunday, 
February 1*0. Tlie Assmiation of Charros has un- 
iioiim.'od plans for two racing day.s a week for tlie 
remainder of the summer, in whicli horses owned by 
members of the assiKiation will compete over tlie 
•horter distances. This racing will be over the 
Coiulesa track. 

One subject that is taboo in a conversational 
line with the resid«>nts of Mexieo City is the 
elimute. It is never mentioned, for all days are 
alike, cloudless and Imt at n(K*ntiine and cool 
enough in the evenings to require blankets. Spring 
is now well under w’liy and the stores are adver- 
tising their summer finery and straw* hats. The 
latter c<»me rather high from an .Vmeriean point 
«*f view, but it must be understood tliat the supply, 
in the main, comes from the I'nited States. 'I’he 
A lothing. too. for that matter, is imported, although 
Mexieo biiasts of a few <*otton and woolen mills, 
but the Beau Brummel of the Ixmlevard demands 
that Ills suit be cut on the latest styles from the 
8tates. 

The parks and juiblic squares are thronged in the 
early mornings and just before sunset with car- 
riages. automobiles and pede.sirians. Flowers th.it 
are practh*all.y unknown to the average Xortliencr 
bloom in profusion in open spaces, and the street 
Aorners are literally coven*d with venders, display- 
ing wares of all descriptions for the choice of the 
passerby. 

One of the most striking and yet thrilling ex- 
Iiibits of the strA*ets is tlie apparent reckh»ss driv- 
ing of the motorists. Then* is a speed law w'ithin 
the limits of the city, but it is *to be broken. The 
daily drive to the ruA*e traik or to a theater is one 
hairbreadth escape aftA*r another. The public fares 
Aorrespond to those of an.v other cit.v, and range 
from a i»eso to a peso and a half. A careful driver 
has absolutely no pl;n*e on the streets, and the 
noise from exhausts and cut outs resembles the 
rapid firing of a Fren<*h “seventy-five.” With 
all this there are but few* accidents. The Mexican 
public is odUA-atcAl. 

DISCIPLINE FOR TURF OFFENDERS. 

•loseph A. Murphy. wlu» fills the position of pre- 
siding steward, has kept a sharp lookout for iiii- 
HA-rupulous owners and trainers, and has handed 
down several rulings that cau.sed a small sensation 
among the ra<*e followers. The most important of 
these were as follows: 

“Xo further entries w'ill be acceptiHl from the 
tJeorgetow’n Stable, in charge of trainer W. A. 
Anderson, |>ending investigation into the identity of 
the mare Thrifty Three. 

“Former jockey James Russell has lK*en denied 
all privileges, including admission to the grounds 
of the JoA-'key Club Internaeional de Mexiio. 

“The licenses of trainers George Co<*hran and E. 
Z. Brown have been withdrawn and no further en- 
tries will be accepted from horses under their 
care or superintendeney.” 

The licenses of jockeys C. Sloan, D. Nicol and 
B. Hollowey have been suspended. 

In the case of trainer Anderson, who campaigned 
the mare Thrifty Three, winner of five races at this 
place, owner Warfield of the horse Financial Roos- 
ter, filed a protest following the running of the 
Kegis Hotel Handicap, which was at one mile. 
Thrifty Three w*as an easy winner over the War- 
field entry and the protest declared that the winner 
w«i another tban represented. Complete identifica-

and Third in Juvenile Stakes. 



— A daughter 
and two sons of .\theling II.. which stands at tlie 
head of the Nevada Stock Farm at Reno. Nev., 
.ve.sterday, in the Juvenile Stakes at one half milo. 
hmught fame and glory to their daddy; to Gt*orge 
W. Wingfield, their breeder, and to the great 
Silver State of the Southwest. It was strictly a 
NA*vada vi<*tor.v, for the filly Erase w’as the winner, 
with the gelding Melachrino second and the gelding 
Fal»er third. All are by .\tbeling II. and all were 
bred at the Nevada Stock Farm. 

A grand holiday crowd turned out for tlie running 
of the two-.vear-old event and a field of ten 
“pA*ppy” youngsters paradi*d to the i»ost. The dele- 
gation of race fan.s from Reno, who arrived Tuesday 
night, w’cre in their glee, for, aside from the off- 
spring of .\theling II. previously meiitioiied. this 
importefl st.tllion was also represented by Dan 
Hogan and I..jidy Myra. 

Melachrino was made an wlds-on choice and there 
were few to be found who would dispute his cliam^es 
of winniug the major portion of the piir.se. He had 
tlie insifle rail position and all seemed favorable 
for him lieing a 4 to o chame. It was good for all. 
for starter Harry Morrissey sent the baby racer.-; 
aw'a.v on a iierfect alignment. Melachrino was 
away faultlessly and momentarily showed in front, 
but was interfeiA*d with and shuffled rearward. 
.Melachrino was passed by all ut Smiling Voter 
and Norfield. At the first call Falier had assumeil 
the lead and by this time Melachrino with long- 
measured strides was working his way upon the out- 
side of the others. 

.Vt this call Judge Ilanecy was second and Erase 
third. The rest of the youngsters were well 
stretched out. Turning for home Faber showed a 
I head in front of Judge Ilanecy, which W’as three 
lengths ahe.Td of Erase. Melachrino was running 
fast now and was fourth. In the stretch .Mela- 
ehrino, still traveling on the outside, displayed the 
speed of a meteor. Erase pas.sed Judge Ilanecy and 
Falier, but still had to reckon with Melaciirino. 
However, there was not enough distance left and 
Erase cros.sed the winning line in a driving finish 
three-quarters of a length ahead of Melachrino. The 
latter, in finishing second, beat Faber by the same 
margin, while Faber lasted long enough to head 
Judge IIane«*y for third place. 

The secondary feature of the afternoon’s card of 
eight races recorded the downfall of the heavily 
weighted Motor Fop. from the C. B. Irwin stable. 
He liad 14,"» ]>o’.inds up. This son of Uncle, coupled 
with Sedan as the Irwin entry, got no part of the 
WashingtAm’s Birthday Handicap, at five and one- 
half furlongs. Ill a battle of speed for part of the 
distance Rapid Stride, favored by the light impost 
of 104 pounds, took the measure of Huron II. and 
won by a length. The latter hung on to get 
sA'Coml place, with Planet, lightly weighted, taking 
the small eml of the purse. 

The siiort was ushered in with a five and a half 
furlong Alash, in wliicli Josie Gorman, with jockey 
lIuntaniAT in the .saddle, won with ease from Black 
Top and Tom Caro. 

Glen Well and Cavalcadour II. had the seventh 
race to themselves, the first and second choices. 
Bob Baker and liuckhoru II., never being in the 
first flight. Glen Well was relurneAl the winner 
when ho raced past the pacemaker, ('avalcadonr II., 
to win by the best part of a length. Walter U. 
I’A*aree was third. 

.Mannchen and Salgeorge, which ruled the favor- 
it<?s in the third :iml fourth races, appeared to out- 
class their opponents in the going which prevailed 
and both won by wide margins. 

Little RompA'r annexed his sixth set of brackets 
when lie h*d all the w:iy in the concluding ra«*e. 
The son of Don Johns«>n is a good horse in the mud, 
as was attestA'd by his race yesterday. 

.lAvkey Sluder again turned in another gwd day’s 
saddle work. He monopolized the charmed circle 
for a part of the afteroAion’s riding, the winner of 
the seA-ond, tliii’Al and fA>iirth races. 

I'A»r persistent rAjugh riding jAK-key G. Williams, 
star rider for J. A. Parson, was susirended for the 
remainder of the meeting.

tiAin of Thrifty Three has not yet been established. 

Former jockey Russell was denied the privileges 
of the grounds for spreading misinformation about 
a race in which an attache A»f the Japanase Legation 
lost A'onsiderable money. Cochran, who co-operatA*Al 
with Russell, also fell under the ban. Russell acted 
as parade leader and in this manner gained the A*on- 
fidenoe of the stranger and represented himself in 
an official capacity. 

The riders fell afoul of the officials for intoxica- 
tion and general misbehavior and being in no condi- 
tion to gallop or assist in the preparation of horses. 

JoA'key Holloway and trainer E. Z. Brown were 
called to the A*arpet for the sudden improvement of 
the horse Marse Jimmy, which has not been ex- 
plained. 

Passports, which were rcAjuired to enter MexiAH), 
have been eliminated by both governments and there 
has been a got>d influx of Americans. I’he majority 
are bound for the oil fields and the mining i*enters 
and during their stay in the city arc daily visitors 
at the track. 

There is left but one disagreeable diitj’ to perform 
and that when one wishes to return North. Vacci- 
nation is required by the American authorities and 
the law or ruling is rigidly enforced, both at border 
towns and at sea ports. The majority of the racing 
men here have already undergone the operation 
and there will be little delay at the bordtf when the 
horse trains move North. 



JOHN PORTER’S TURF CAREER 



His Connection With the Royal Stable— Pur- 
chase of Perdita II. — Seven Derbies. 



John pA>rter, the famous English trainer who died 
last Tuesday, first became connA*cted with the 
royal stable in 1SS6, when the Prince of Wales 
(later King EdwarAl) sent sAuue horses to him upon 
the rcAMimmendation of Ixml Alington. Porter it 
was who persiutAled King EAlwarri to buy that great 
ImakmI m.-m; IVrdita II. Mr. David Falccmer. a 
Mark Lane jute broker, who raced as “Mr. Ben- 
liAilm,” owned her and asked a thuusuiul guineas fAir 
liA*r. Porter likA*<l the Irsiks of her, altlmugh she 
was angular, but she loA>kc'Al like a likely brAiAwi 
m.itrAin. 

Sill* g.-iincAl fame, as the mother of Persimmon 
(1S9.3), by St. Simon; Dianiond JubileA^ (1S97), by 
St. SimAiii; Fhirizol (1^91), by St. SimAui, and San- 
Alringham (IS9H), by St. Simon. The latter werif 
to America and was a failure exA’ept for S.aiiAlria. 

In his lM)ok Porter tobl of the PrinAc and Per- 
dit.*i II. in this W'ay: 

“I had to see the Prince that morning in his 

rAsmi at the jAickey Club. I told him alamt Pt?r- 

dita II.. .*ind that I had seen her. 

“ ‘T1ia‘.v arA* asking a thousand fA>r her. sir, but 
I may Iia* able to gA*t her for a little le.ss.’ The 
Prime askoAl me wliether I tluuight she wouhl aNi 
for his stud, and I saiAl, ‘Ye*-;.’ ‘Then,* said tlie 
Prince, ‘you can liuy li<*r if yAui can g(*t her for 

nine huiiAln*Al.’ . . . When Sir Dighton I’robyn 

was handing over the immoy to me, he said, ‘You 
will ruin the I‘rim*e if you go on buying thi*so 
thoroughbreds.’ Wliat a bargain IVrdita II. turm-d 
out.’ , . Perdita II. beA*ame a perfect gohl 

mine. The PriiiA*e. some years after he hail beiAjme 
King, said to me: ‘When you bAuight her you as 

good as made hk* a present of a (luarter of a mil- 
liA>n of money.’ ” 

A BARGAIN IN PERDITA II. 

King Eilward had all his racing for nothing. Tlie 
prAMlme of Perdita II. won twenty-six races, worth 
.$3(>4,4(»r>, inclmling Persimmon’s $173.."».30, DiainAiml 
Jubilee’s $14.">.92,">, and Florizel II, ’s $39,290. When 
at the stud those thrA*e hors(*s earned about .$7o0.- 
OuO in foA*s. DianiAind Jubilee was saiIaI to the Ar- 
g**ntine for $1.50,000. And so we get at the quarter 
of a million which King Edw'ard calculatA*d he had 
realized by the aid of the produce of that game 
little mare. 

In 1S9S the Duke of Portland’s horses went to 
Kingsclere to be trained, and the autobiography re- 
c.'ills stories of La Roche. William the ThirAl. the 
closing years at Kingsclere. and the laying of the 
Newbury race course, a scheme uiion which Mr. 
Porter staked his gAMHl name and fortune when his 
tr.iining days wt*re over. For Sir Joseph Hawley 
JAdin IVrter won 11.5 races, worth $347,88.5; for Mr. 
F. Gretton. 145 races, worth $188,.3.5(]; for Mr. John 
Gretton, fifty-five races, worth $58,490; for Lord 
Alington and Sir F. .Tohn.stone. 114 races, worth 
$517,760; for the late Duke of Westminster, 240 
races, worth $1,234,720; for the late King Edward, 
eighteen races, worth $33,840; for Mr. W. Low, 
sixty-seven races, worth $132,670; for Mr. Francis 
Alexander, thirty -three races, worth $.58, .525; for 
tlie late Baron Hirsch. thirt.v-nine races, worth 
$221,155; for Ixml Crewe, sixteen races, worth 
$5.5.695: for the Duke of Portland, forty-eight r:iA*es. 
worth $267,045, and for the present Duke of West- 
minster, sixteen races, valued at $45,120. 

.Ml told, John Porter’s 425 successful horses won 
1,063 races valued at $3,600,105, and adding to that 
the sums credited to horses that were placed seA*ond 
and third, to wit, $337,810. we arrive at a grand 
total of .$3,927,915. Seven times did John Porter’s 
liAirses win the Derby, thrice the Oaks, six times 
the St. I>*ger, five times the Two Tliousand Guineas 
and twice tlie One Thousand Guineas.

UNBEATEN TWO- YEAR-OLDS 



Morvich Seventh Undefeated Juvenile in 
American Racing Since 1906. 

Morvich, son of RunnymedA* — Hymir, which won 
eleven rat-es and lA»st none in the racing of 1921. 
was the seventh two-year-old in AmeriA*an rai'ing 
siiR*e 1906 to begin his three-year-old year without, 
a defeat. He stands second among the two-year-old 
money winners for the same period. His winnings 
of $115,231 were exA.*eeded only by Colin, which inj 
1907 won twelve races and $131,007. 

Between 1907 and 1914 not a two-year-old which 
A'ampaigned A»n AmeriA*an tracks rcmainAHi unbeaten 
when the curtain went dAiwn on the year’s racing. 
In 1914 Harry Payne Whitney’s great mure Regret 
MA*ed her wa.v into the juvenile hall of fame by win- 
ning all of her three races and $17,390. She also 
lA*d the two-year-old monA*y winners of the year. 

In 1915 the same owner’s Thunderer, although he 
finished second to Dominant among the juvenile 
money winners, went through the year without a 
lo.sing race, winning his three starts and $17,385. 
In 1916 Hwfa won two races without a defeat. 

In 1920 both Tryster and LeAinurdo II. went 
through the year without being beaten, the former 
winning six races and $19,925 and the latter four 
races and $36,078. 



All of these unbeaten two-year-olds except Mor- 
viA*h and Ijeonardo II. were trained by James Rowe.

PARI MUTUELS IN NEW YORK

Frank T. Clark Relates Amusing 
Incidents That Occurred in ’72. 



First Machines Used in America 
Were Set Up at Old Jerome 
Park Track.

’rhongli it is rioiilit fill whether a m««’hine could 
have be^*n fomiAl on :iny rai-o track in America tea 
.vears agAi, tli»* miifuei .system is not new here; it 
is, in fact, aiIHat than IsNikmaking in this country. 
Frank T. Clark, whose A*Auineetion with racing in 
New York gr>es back almost half a century, tells 
an interesting story of its introduction at Jerome 
Park in the A*arly days of that famous and fash- 
iAinable raA*e track. 

“It must have been alsmt 1872,” he said, “that 
I^eonarAl W. Jerome set up the first machines ever 
used in this A*AMintry on the lawn at Jerome Park. 
He hail seen tliern in Paris, and liked them so well 
he determined to try them in New York. I was 
in charge of the subscription rA>om8 of the old 
American Jockey Club, at Madison avenue and 
TwA*nty-seventh street, at that time, and as the 
club conAlucteil the meeting at Jerome Park, 1 had 
a hand in the business. 

“I remember as well as if it were yesterday how 
anxiously Mr. Jerome and all the rest of the offi- 
cers looked forward to the arrival of two machines 
he had ordered from Paris. The last boat due be- 
fA>rA» the meeting opened came in without them, bat 
that was not enough to Alefeat the man who had 
been telling all his friends about the new system 
of betting he was going to introduce on the open- 
ing da.v at Jerome Park. Not much! Instead of 
giving up, he sent me out to find a first-class car- 
penter, anAl when I had found one, Mr. Jerome anAl 
the carpenter went to work to build two machines 
that would answer the purpose until the others ar- 
rived from France. 

MR. JEROME’S HOMEMADE MACHINES. 

“When the meeting opened, there they were on 
the law’u, ready for business, if not very handsome 
to look at, with James E. Kell.v— ‘Old Gray’ we 
used to call him — in charge, and Mr. Jerome, as in- 
terested as a bA)y with his first pair of skates, 
superintending the job, and explaining to every- 
IXKly just how they workeil. Aud you ought *tA> 
have seen the curiosity they stirred up. People 
ci*owdeAl around them as if they were the mi.s.sing 
link, but it took a little time for the public to 
bec(-me familiar with them. 

“After the first race, however, there was quite a 
little play, and as soon as the people saw through 
tlie new scheme, more and more of them bought 
tickets on each succeeding race. Along about the 
fourth race Kelly became unable to write the tickets 
fast enough to keep up with the demand for them. 
We had no printeAl tickets then, but just pieces 
of cardboard on which to write ‘Longfellow’ or 
whatever horse it might be. Pretty sAK>n Kelly was 
so swampeil that Mr. Jerome, determined to see the 
thing through, stepped in and helped him write 
the tickets. When a man wanted to bet five dol- 
lars, they would just put down ‘Longfellow 5’ on 
the card to save time, instead of writing out five 
different tickets. 

“Well, they got away with it, but I think it was 
abAiut the busiest day Mr. Jerome ever had in his 
life. When the last race w*as over, Mr. Jen>me 
g:ive all the money to Theodore Moss, telling him tr» 
take it downtown to the subscription rooms in 
Twenty-seventh Street, and pay off. 

“Now comes the liest part of it. I helped t<j 
cash the tickets as the boys came in and presented 
them, and after we had paid out all the money 
taken in at the track there were tickets calling 
for about $8,000 still out. We didn’t know what to 
do, for it was plain that somebody must have raised 
some of those single tickets to make them call for 
a good deal more money than was coming to them. 
When Mr. Jerome came down that night and we ex- 
plained the situation to him he didn’t hesitate a 
minute about what to do. ‘Pay them off, if they 
appear to be right,’ he said, ‘and charge it up to 
me,’ 

“Those homemade tickets kept coming in for days 
after the races were over, and Mr. Jerome finally 
called a halt. One of the last ahics presentAHl was 
held by Alderman ‘Tommy’ Shields, who died here 
only a few months ago. It called for $150. I 
always thAinght it was all right, but the alderman 
held it until after Mr. Jerome had given the word 
to stop, so we (v>iilAln’t aIo anything about it. 

“ ‘Tommy’ died with the ticket in his possession. 
He spoke to me about it the last time I ever saw 
him. In fact, I dA»n’t believe I have seen him four 
times in the last forty years that he didn’t remind 
me of it, and I used to see him nearly every week 
during the racing season at Sheepshead Bay. 

“F’ortunately for Mr. Jerome the machines from 
Paris arrived on the second day of the meeting, 
and after that it was smooth sailing for the new 
system of lotting. The miitnels became popular In 
an incredibly short time, and in a few years were 
on nearly every race track of any consequence In 
the United States.” 



PRIVATE BETTING HITS THE MUTUELS 



PARIS, France, February 7. — The Nice season, 
which has just terminated, has been quite successful 
from every point of view except the pari-mutuel 
turnover, which shows a marked reduction on the 
last two yA*ars. The Ni<»e Racing Society complains 
bitterly of this falling off ami does not hesitate 
to attribute the reduction to the same cause which 
existed in the Paris district. That is, of course, the 
operations of independent bookmakers on a greater 
scale than ever, which is the most disquieting mat- 
ter tliat the French racing authc^ties have to 
deal with, and it is quite likely some drastic new 
regulations will be brought into force when the 
Paris racing year opens. It has even been hinted 
that the prohibition of private betting among race 
horse owners themselves is aimed at. Such a step, 
however, would surely be detrimental to the turf, as 
the cutting out of this privilege would probably 
be followed by the exit fitun the racing world 
many owners whose patronage cap SU be eptre^
